New Delhi, the 19th October, 1992 

G S.R. 813(E).'—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitu¬ 
tion of India the President hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules further to amend the Settlement Commission 
(lncome-tax|Wealth-tax) (Conditions of Service of 
Chairman, Vice-Chairmen and Members) Rules, 1977, 
namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Settlement 
Commission (Income-tax(Wealth-tax) (Conditions of 
Service of Chairman, Vice Chairmen and Members) 
Amendment Rules, 1992. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2 In the Settlement Commission (Income-tax] 
Wealth-tax) (Conditions of Service of Chairman, Vice- 
Chairmen and Members) Rules, 1977, (hereinafter 
referred to as the said rules) — 

(a) the existing rule 6 shall be renumbereed as 
sub-ruic (1) of that Tule; 

(b) after sub-rule (l) as so renumbered, the 
following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely — 

"(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in 
sub-rule (1), a person appointed as Chair¬ 
man or a Vice Chairman or a Member, 
after the commencement of the Settle¬ 
ment Commission (Income-tax|WeaIth- 
tax) (Conditions of Service of Cnairman, 
Vice-Chairmen and Members) Amend¬ 
ment Rules, 1992, shall hold office for a 
maximum period of 5 years in one or more 
posts of the Commission or till he attains 
the age of 60 years, whichever is earlier”. 

3 (a) The existing rule 6A shall be renumbered as 
sub-rule (1) of that rule; 

(b) After sub-rule (1) as so renumbered, the follow¬ 
ing sub-rule shall be mseited namely — 

“(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
rue (1), a person appointed as Chairman 
or Vice-Chairman or a Member, after the 
commencement of the Settlement Commission 
(Incomc-tax)Wealth-tax) (Conditions of 
Service of Chairman Vice-Chairmen and 
Members) Amendment Rules, 1992, shall 
be entitled to contribute towards the con¬ 
tributory Provident Fund Account under the 
contributory Provident Fund Rules (India), 
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1962, subject to such coudilious as ure appli¬ 
cable to re-employed Central Government 
servants” 

4. In the said rules after rule 6A, the following 
rules shall be inserted, namely :— 

”6B Retirement from parent service on apoint- 
ment as Chairman or Vi cc-Chaivman or Member; 

(1) Where, after the date of commencement of 
Scttemenl Commission (Income-tax(Wealth- 
tax) (Conditions of Service of Chairman, 
Vice-Chairmen and Members) Amendment 
Rules, 1992, the Chairman or a Vice-Chair¬ 
man or a Member who, on the date of his 
appointment to the Commission, was in ser¬ 
vice under the Central Government, he shall 
seek retirement from such service before 
his joining the Commission, and shall be 
deemed to have so retired on the date of 
his joining the Commission. 

(2) On such retirement as is provided in sub¬ 
rule (1), the Chairman or Vice-Chairman 
or a Member as the case may be 

(i) shall he entitled to receive pension and 

gratuity in accordance with the retirement 
rules applicable to hint; 

(ii) shall not be allowed to carry forward his 

earned leave but shall be entitled to re¬ 
ceive cash equivalent of leave salary, if 
any, in accordance with the rules appli¬ 
cable to him prior to his retirement; 

(iii) on the expiry of the term of his alike in 

the Settlement Commission, the Chair¬ 
man, Vice-Chairman or a Member as the 
case may be, shall be entitled to receive 
cash equivalent of leave salary in respect 
of the earned leave standing to his credit 
subject to the condition that the maxi¬ 
mum of leave encashed under this sub- 
rule and at the time of retirement from 


previous service, taking together, shall not 
in any case exceed 240 days. 

6C. Temporary Provision. —Notwithstanding any¬ 
thing contained in sub-rule (2) of rule 6, the persons 
holding the posts of Vice-Chairman and Member on 
the date of coming into force of the Settlement Com¬ 
mission (Inconie-tax[Wealth-tax) (Conditions of Ser¬ 
vice of Chairman, Vice-Chairmen and Members) 
Amendment Rules, 1992 shall be entitled to continue 
beyond the age of 60 years if any one of them is 
appointed to a higher post in the Commission for 
the remaining part of their term as if the Settlement 
Commission (Income-tax)Wealth-tax) (Conditions of 
Service of Chairman, Vice-Chairmen and Members) 
Amendment Rules, 1992 had not been made”.
